Additional Costs in Real 
Estate Transactions 

No matter how much the purchase or sale price is 
on a property, clients always appear stunned when 
they realise how much the final figure works out to 
be. Clients should therefore prepare themselves that 
the figure after a deal has been closed will not be the 
same as the purchase / sale price because of all the 
additional costs that go along with the transaction. 

The general rule is that if you are purchasing, you will 
need more than the purchase price to complete the 
deal. Likewise, if you are selling, you will end up with 
less money in your pocket than the price you have sold 
for. Listed below are some costs that will be associated 
with the deal, depending which side of the transaction 
you are on. 

Purchase Transactions: 

• Land Transfer Tax - this can amount to a 
substantial figure, and most people don’t take this 
into account when deciding if they can afford a 
house. The LTT is a calculation based on the value 
of the property. It therefore gets higher as the 
value of properties increase. For example, LTT on a 
house purchased for $280,000 is $2,675, while it 
is $4,010 for a house purchased for $369,000. 

• Legal Fees - these may be either set as a flat 
rate or vary depending on the technicality of the 
transaction. Clients should remember that they 
will have disbursements (out of pocket expenses 
expended on your behalf) which will be added to 
the legal fees in the end. 

• Title Insurance - these policies are mandatory 
once you are taking a mortgage and range from 
around $250 upwards. 

Sale Transactions 

• Real Estate Commission - this is a big one, as 
clients never seem to know what the actual figure 
will be and appear shocked and upset when they 
see what the lawyer has paid out. When signing 
the listing agent’s contract, it is important to think 
about what 5% actually is in terms of dollar value. 
There is also HST on the commission. 

• Mortgage Penalty - most clients who are selling 
their house, end up paying a penalty for paying off 
their mortgage before the term ends. Depending 
on the provisions of the mortgage, this can amount 
to a hefty sum, which sometimes leaves clients 
feeling a hint of despair. 

• Other payouts - sometimes, especially when the 
client is refinancing, the new mortgagee may 
stipulate that all credit cards and other debts 
be paid out of the proceeds of the mortgage. 
There may also be a secured line of credit (this 
is equivalent to a mortgage and must be paid off 
upon the sale). Sometimes after all the payouts are 
made, the client does not end up with as much as 
they thought they would.

ESSA TWP. — A nod to the past and a 
look to the future of agriculture await 
visitors to the International Plowing 
Match and Rural Expo 2014 (IMP). 

It will run from Tuesday, Sept. 16 to 
Saturday, Sept. 20. 

The theme for this year's event — 
being hosted by the Ontario Plowmen's 
Association (OPA) on the farm of Barry 
and Ivan DeGeer east of Ivy and south¬ 
west of Barrie — is Good Old Days and 
Modern New Ways. 

There have only been three IPMs in 
Simcoe County. The last was in 1997, 
right across the road to the north of this 
year's event. 

For this year's IPM, the OPA has part¬ 
nered with the Essa and District Agri¬ 


cultural Society, which operates the 
nearby Essa Agriplex at 20th Sideroad 
and Line 10. It's five, 300-foot open 
barns will be used to host the RV Park 
entertainment as well as a church serv¬ 
ice. 

Much of the Agriplex, approximately 
80%, will be utilized for the plowing 
match, as well as its large parking lot. 

With Tent City containing more than 
150 outdoor exhibitors, at least 50 
indoor exhibitors, dozens of food 
exhibitors, a massive quilt tent and five 
days of entertainment, the IPM has a 
little bit of something —and a lot of 
other things — for everyone. And the 
RV Park will be home to the folks run¬ 
ning those exhibits from across Ontario 
for five days.

Tent City will include streets and avenues 
for pedestrian traffic. All other vehicles, 
including golf carts, will be relegated to 
strategically placed service roads. 

The size and logistics of an International 
Plowing Match, held every year at different 
locations across Ontario, are impressive. 

Host farmer Barry DeGeer said the 795- 
acre site will include Tent City (100 acres), the 
RV Park (100 acres) and 300 acres for plowing 
events and parking for visitors. His family has 
been working the farm since 1991 and before 
that they were in the Mount Albert area of 
York Region. The DeGeers have been 
involved with IPMs for 40 years. 

He said organizers are expecting more than 
75,000 people to attend over the five days, 
perhaps more if the weather co-operates, and 
they'll not only be from all over Ontario but 
from outside the province as well, he added. 

"In the RV Park, you'll have vehicles from 
every county in Ontario," he said. 

Terry Arnold, chairman of Tent City, said 
IPM officials are eager to see urban dwellers 
take advantage of the opportunity to learn 
more about their rural counterparts who food 
on the table. 

Arnold, who was raised on a farm right 
across Essa Line 10 from the plowing match 
site, was also involved with the IPM held near 
Crown Hill north of Barrie in 1981, the first 
held in the county. 

"We hope that people attending the IPM 
will clearly see the impact agriculture has on 
society," he said, adding visitors don't have to 
be from a farming background. "No, not at all. 
We want to bring the country to the city. This 
is a tented city in the country." 

During a wagon ride media tour of the IPM 
site on Wednesday, Arnold described his 
affection for the area that has been part of his 
life for so long. 

"It's a magical area, with nearby Holly and 
Utopia," he told reporters, adding that the 
provincial government grinds to a halt on one 
day of the match. "The only day the Ontario 
Legislature closes (mid-week) is on the Tues¬ 
day of the International Plowing Match." 

Provincial politicians will be testing their 
driving skills during the opening ceremonies, 
he added. Party leaders will be driving appro¬ 
priately coloured tractors: Liberal Premier 
Kathleen Wynne (red), Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive MPP Tim Hudalc (blue) and NDP leader 
Andrea Horwath (orange). He wasn't sure 
which Green Party member would be repre¬ 
senting the party on a (presumably) green 


tractor. 

The sprawling site is already filled with 
more than a dozen huge tents, the largest of 
which is the quilters tent at 180 X 60 feet. It 
will hold the IPM Quilt Competition, the 
Lifestyles Area and the first stop of The Barn 
Raising Project, a juried selection of 40 origi¬ 
nal, traditionally hooked rugs by artisans 
from across the country. The project will 
travel Canada over the next three years after 
the IPM. 

Getting power to hundreds of exhibitors is 
no easy task. 

Hydro One supports the event by building 
the electrical infrastructure required to power 


the exhibitors, the stages and the RV Park, 
according to Tom Kydd, vice-president of 
lines and forestry at Hydro One. the corpora¬ 
tion has been involved with IPMs for 50 years 
and been a major sponsor since 2002. 

"Hydro One uses the building of infrastruc¬ 
ture as an important training environment for 
our apprentices," Kydd said. "For first-year 
apprentices, this is their first opportunity to 
get hands-on training in a non-electrifed 
environment." 

He said approximately 220 poles were 
installed on site, along with 44 transformers 
and five kilometres of wire between Tent City 
and the RV Park across the road. 


"It took 11 apprentices about 10 days to 
build the entire electrical grid for the site and 
RV park and will take about eight days to tear 
it all down and pack it away for next year," 
Kydd said, adding the entire installation is 
inspected and approved by the Electrical 
Safety Authority. 

The Hydro One education centre will fea¬ 
ture horse-hoof trimming and sheep shearing 
demonstrations as well as the Electricity Dis¬ 
covery Centre. 

BMO, another presenting sponsor, is offer¬ 
ing up the BMO Ontario Farm Awards. 

They were introduced last year to promote 
a renewed urban-rural relationship and rec¬ 
ognize Ontario farm families who best typify 
the value of the family farmer to society. The 
company and the OPA will honour 10 fami¬ 
lies on Saturday, Sept. 20. There will also be a 
Farm Family Wall of Fame in the BMO tent 
that will highlight them and a BMO Kids' Day 
on Saturday, Sept. 20. Children 16 and under 
arriving between 8:30 a.m. and 10:30 a.m. will 
get free admission and a pancake breakfast, 
along with their parents. And the Passport 
Program will see children visiting different 
displays of the organizations that produce or 
grow the food that went into the making of 
the pancakes. Kids get their passports 
stamped and return to the BMO tent for a 
prize. 

Cathy Lasby, executive director of Ontario 
Plowman's Association, spoke on behalf of 
John Taylor, president of Ontario Mutuals, 
which insures farms and agri-businesses and 
is also a presenting sponsor. 

"We have a natural partnership to be 
involved with the IPM," he said in a state¬ 
ment. "They are involved in local communi¬ 
ties and so do we at the OPA as we move the 
vent from location to location. 

"The IPM is a worthy demonstration of our 
cultures as Canadians and our spirit: the 
spirit of working together." 

Besides the many plowing competitions in 
various classes, the IPM lineup of entertain¬ 
ment is extensive. 

The Last Furrow beer tent holds the main 
stage, where opening ceremonies take place 
and entertainment includes everything from 
bluegrass and country to vintage rock and 
fiddle music. One of the highlights will surely 
be local homegrown music star Jason McCoy 
and the Road Hammers on Saturday, Sept. 20 
at 2:30 p.m. (His sister is baking cake!)

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E-smokes 
popularity 
overruns policy 

T he public debate over the private use of electronic cig¬ 
arettes became more interesting Tuesday as the World 
Health Organization (WHO) called for greater regulation of 
the devices, along with bans on indoor use, advertising and 
sales to young people. 

WHO believes greater regulation should be brought to 
minimize the content and possible emission of toxic sub¬ 
stances. 

Moreover, the health agency says those cartridges that 
contain solutions with fruit, candy-like and alcoholic drinks 
should be banned. 

It's an issue several Ontario public health authorities have 
been grappling with, as the technology associated with elec¬ 
tronic cigarettes originally promised a healthier alternative 
to tobacco for chronic smokers, and perhaps a tool by which 
the habit could be kicked. 

But now there is fear young people are gravitating to e- 
cigarettes, and that the electronic devices offer a new 
avenue to tobacco for people who might not have previ¬ 
ously considered cigarette use. 

There is also worry, because there are no emissions asso¬ 
ciated with electronic cigarettes, that they could be permit¬ 
ted inside public places where conventional cigarettes are 
banned. The fear seems to be their use in restaurants, bars 
and other establishments would also encourage their use 
among non-smokers. 

Even the American Heart Association is showing hesita¬ 
tion. 

On Monday, it endorsed the use of e-cigarettes for smok¬ 
ers who want to quit tobacco, but only if all other avenues to 
quit have been exhausted. 

The underlining theme for WHO and various public 
health agencies in this province is there's not enough solid 
research into the use of electronic cigarettes and their long¬ 
term impact on individuals and their communities. 

It's another case of technology rushing ahead of public 
policy, and of government lagging behind in providing an 
adequate response, even if that response ought to be 
silence. 

In the case of electronic cigarettes, their use is soaring, 
and some studies suggest within six years more people will 
be using e-cigarettes than smoking conventional tobacco 
cigarettes. 

The electronic cigarette business is said to be worth $3 
billion a year. 

And with major tobacco companies rushing in to sell 
their own e-cigarettes, it's not an issue that's about to go 
away.

On Facebook there was an article 
about how applied test scores have 
dropped over the past fives years and the 
Ontario government was planning on 
taking a look into the curriculum. 

The common opinion stated in com¬ 
ments was 'Don't change the curricu¬ 
lum, fail them, teenagers are just dumb.' 

Or 'Poor teachers have to put up with 
lousy kids on their cellphones all the 
time', and there were a few 'Kids nowa¬ 
days don't even need to learn the basics, 
computers do it all for them.' 

As a high school student who persist¬ 
ently works hard on her academic pur¬ 
suits, I take offence to the idea that 
'Teens are too dumb'. 

If that is what you truly believe, if that 
is all your mind can make of the fact test 
scores are low, maybe you should take a 
look at some positive teenage examples. 

One other note is that by evolution, a 
generation cannot operate at a lower 
intelligence than that of an earlier intelli¬ 
gence, meaning an entire generation 
cannot be 'more dumb' than their par¬ 
ents. 

So if teenagers are dumb, they're only 
their parents' children. 

The curriculum has changed since a 
majority of parents have been in school. 
My family hardly knows what I am learn-

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ing and what I learned in Grade 10 my 
mother touched upon in Grade 12. 

As the human race has expanded in 
size and knowledge, common under¬ 
standing of the universe has become 
more abundant. Students need to know 
much more than they used to because if 
they don't, the human race can never 
expect to progress. 

In frank terms, educators expect more 
to be absorbed by students than they 
used to. Having computers assist in 
learning is crucial to understanding how 
the world works. Yes it helps students 
learn more efficiently, but with the 
volume of knowledge they need to com¬ 
prehend it is necessary for growth. 

On to the reality of the situation, I per¬ 
sonally am in academic classes but I 


know all the teachers in my school. I've 
noted that nearly all of the applied 
instructors do not care about what they 
teach. Applied is not meant to be easy or 
for stupid kids, it is meant for people 
who need to apply (ergo applied) differ¬ 
ent methods, ie. physical activities, 
music, computers, etc. 

That is different from the standard 
pencil, paper, textbook approach. 
Applied teachers walk into the class¬ 
room expecting retards and delinquents 
and just pass out a generic worksheet, 
don't explain anything properly (if you 
don't understand, they immediately 
assume you're just too dumb) and check 
off pass or fail based on your test scores. 

Students are not dumb by any means, 
the teachers that teach them are lazy and 
uninspired. You may note that the live¬ 
lier the teacher, the more methods used, 
and the time spent explaining concepts 
makes for better test scores - but those 
types of teachers are far and few 
between in an applied setting. 

Don't change the curriculum, the kids 
are great. But look who is teaching them 
and you will see the barrier to their 
potential.

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Commercial medical marijuana operation 

pondered by Innisfil council

INNISFIL — Even the possibility of a 
legal, commercial medical marijuana 
operation being allowed in Innisfil has 
some residents smoking mad. 

The town held a public meeting 
Wednesday night to consider proposed 
amendments to the town-wide zoning 
bylaw that would govern the location of 
medicinal marijuana businesses. 

Councillors got an earful from con¬ 
cerned residents. 

An application has been made to trans¬ 
form a vacant commercial-industrial 
building on Highway 89 into medical mari- 
juana facility, and some residents 
responded with a 200-signature petition in 
opposition to the proposal, and a litany of 
concerns, from security to the effect on 
property values. 

The property in question is at 3745 
Highway 89. 

"This isn't a site-specific planning appli¬ 
cation we're dealing with," said Tim Cane, 
manager of land use planning. "This is a 
town-wide zoning change. We're process¬ 
ing a zoning bylaw amendment to the 
town-wide zoning bylaw to remove ambi¬ 
guity in recognizing this type of land use." 

During the meeting, Cane acknowl¬ 
edged that while the town hasn't received 
an application for the Coolcstown prop¬ 
erty, but Health Canada has. 

"There has been an application made to 
Health Canada for that site. There is no 
planning application submitted to the 
town," Cane said. 

Cane said Innisfil is proposing to treat 
medical marijuana operations as indus¬ 
trial uses and limit their location to indus¬ 
trial-general and industrial-business park 
zones, banning them from agricultural 
areas. 

Noting that the facilities approved by 
Health Canada range in size from approxi¬ 
mately 50,000 to 150,000 square feet, Cane 
said, "There will be an increase in the 
property tax revenue if approved, as a 
facility would use vacant industrial land.

These can generate tens of millions of dol¬ 
lars. These are large corporations." 

Town planner Paul Pentikainen said the 
facilities "produce, process, test, package, 
store, destroy and distribute medical mari¬ 
juana indoors," comparing them to other 
processing plants. 

The current town staff recommendation 
suggests a minimum 70-metre separation 
from sensitive" land uses such as schools, 
residential areas, parks and day cares. 

While the establishment of a medical 
marijuana operation in Innisfil is far from 
a done deal, some residents voiced their 
dissatisfaction with the whole idea. 

Donna Orsatti, while agreeing with the 
industrial zoning, recommended a buffer 
of 150 metres and expressed concern 
about water use, electrical demands, and 
the traffic that would be generated by a 
large plant. 

Arne Sorensen noted that his property is 
only 30 metres from the proposed Coolc- 
stown site. 

"This facility will be in my backyard," he 
said, adding he was worried about odours, 
pollution and decreased property values. 

"As a mom of two teenage boys, what 
kind of message are we sending youth?" 
asked Donna Cox. "On the one hand we're 
telling them don't do drugs, it'll fry your 
brains, it's a gateway drug, and on the 
other hand, we have our elected officials" 
approving a grow operation. 

Sarah Currie presented the petition with 
nearly 200 signatures in opposition, and 
told councillors that concerns include 
water use, safety and the potential crime 
rate. 
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"We don't mind you having a marijuana 
grow op. Just don't have it where we live," 
she said. 

And Coolcstown resident Greg Cox, 
while supporting the use of medical mari¬ 
juana, warned of "everything that goes 
along with the manufacture," including an 
increase in fire alarms and fire calls, and 
an increase in crime. He noted that the 
grow operations were private enterprise, 
for profit, "and we all know that where 
entrepreneurs can, they will cut corners to 
maximize profit." 

He suggested town staff investigate 
anyone planning to open or invest in a 
medical marijuana facility. 

"What type of people are we inviting into 
our community?", he asked. 

Cox said with a municipal election 
coming, "I believe this thing should be 
tabled until after the election. Let's have a 
plebiscite. Let's put it on the election 
ballot." 

Cane said the proposed bylaw is to help 
alleviate some of those residents' con¬ 
cerns. 

"Nothing's been approved," he said. 
"Right now, the current bylaw is silent 
because this is a new land use that hasn't 
previously been permitted federally. There 
is always public concerns with new land 
uses and in this case in particular, medical 
marijuana facilities. Much like any other 
application or land use, there's going to be 
concerns about location and traffic and 
safety in operations. 

Not all of the comments at Wednesday 
night's meeting were negative. 

A marijuana user, Patti Satok, made an 
impassioned plea for increased marijuana

production, saying she suffers from severe 
joint pain and fibromyalgia. 

Satok has a prescription from a commer¬ 
cial producer but the producer has no 
product to send her. 

"To me, this is the same as telling some¬ 
one who takes a pill, 'sorry, you can't have 
that pill'. I want to try to educate people. 
This is the face of medical marijuana. This 
is my life. 

"I hope people can see it in a different 
way now," she added. "It's medicine." 

Coun. Doug Lougheed suggested it is 
Health Canada which decides the opera¬ 
tions are legal, but adding by establishing 
zoning controls, the town can at least 
determine where a facility can go. Without 
a bylaw, "they could put it anywhere," he 
said. 

Cane said a staff report will be drafted 
with the necessary recommendations in 
response to comments from the public 
meeting. 

Residents wishing to have their say on 
the issue should have their comments into 
the town by the end of the day on Wednes¬ 
day, Sept. 10, he added. 

The bylaw will be back before council on 
Sept. 17. 
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Beekeepers fighting back 
against neonicotinoid pesticides

By their deaths, the bees have spoken. 

A class-action lawsuit by several large 
Ontario beekeepers has set the ball in motion 
for the rest of the province's honey producers 
to fight back against the neonicotinoid pesti¬ 
cides farmers use when planting their crops. 

By all accounts, millions, perhaps billions, 
of bees have died in the last decade since the 
introduction of the pesticide dust-coated 
grain, soy and corn crops that while killing off 
crop pests has also turned into a death sen¬ 
tence for bees. 

"The whole neonicotinoids thing has been 
a fiasco since the early 2000s, pretty much as 
soon as they came out on the market/' said 
Bernie Wiehle, spokesman for the Ontario 
Beekeepers Association (OBA). 

"Many different beekeepers have been talk¬ 
ing to lawyers in the last two months," he 
added. "We knew we had to do something 
because we weren't getting anywhere with 
the federal government." 

The plaintiff, Sun Parlor Honey, has been 
in operation for 90 years in both Essex and 
North Wellington counties. 

In the statement of claim, Sun Parlor esti¬ 
mates it lost approximately $2 million in bee 
hives and another $718,200 from the shortage 
of almost 140,000 pounds of honey. 

Another plaintiff, Munro Honey of Alvin- 
ston Ont., near Sarnia, is claiming it lost more 
than $3 million in lost hives and honey. 

Together, they are seeking $450 million in 
damages. 

In the statement of claim, the plaintiffs 
allege that "Bayer (Crop Science) and Syn¬ 
genta were negligent in their manufacture, 
sale and distribution of neonicotinoids in 
Ontario that caused beekeepers to suffer sig¬ 
nificant losses and damage. These losses 
included killed or weakened bees; non-pro¬ 
ductive queens and bee colonies; breeding 
stock; contaminated wax, combs and hives; 
reduced honey production and lost profits; 
costs incurred to meet honey and pollination 
contracts and increased labour, equipment 
and supply expenses." 

"While the OBA is not directly involved in 
this action, we support any effort that could 
help beekeepers recover losses caused by the 
overuse of neonicotinoids," said Tibor Szabo 
of the OBA. "This action puts the blame 
where it belongs - on the pesticide manufac¬ 
turers." 

Neonicotinoids are considered to be sys¬ 
temic chemicals that work their way up the 
initially sprayed seed through the plant and 
attack the nervous system of any insect that 
comes into contact with the plant. 

The link between neonicotinoid use and 
colony loss has been confirmed by Health 
Canada, but the agency has refrained from 
banning the insecticides. 

In its 2012 evaluation, Health Canada 
noted "current agricultural practices related 
to the use of neonicotinoid-treated corn and 
soybean seed are not sustainable due to their 


impact on bees and other pollinators." 

Last year, the Ontario Ministry of Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Rural Affairs (OMAFRA) 
stated neonicotinoids are used on 100% of 
canola crops, 99% on corn crops, 95% on dry 
beans, 65% on soybeans and 25-33% on 
cereal acreages. 

Health Canada officials have said they will 
monitor the situation, said Sandi Dickey, co- 
owner of Dickey Bee Honey in Cookstown. 

"When you hear that from a politician..." 
Dickey said, "We knew it (the class-action 
lawsuit) was coming down the pipe. We're all 
going to join it, we're all involved." 

Dickey's husband, Peter, is president of the 
Huronia Beekeepers Association. The Dickey 
Bee Honey farm has approximately nine mil¬ 
lion bees and figure they've seen about a 35% 
loss. Without the neonicotinoids, an annual 
loss of 10-15% is expected, he said. 

"We're doing OK, considering the provin¬ 
cial average is about 48% loss," he said. 

But honey producers in Alberta, Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, Nova Scotia and Quebec have 
all reported major bee deaths since 2012. 

Dickey said he doesn't blame farmers for 
spraying their crops. He's been told by local 
farmers they can't get untreated seed if they 
wanted to. He insists if the government 


wanted to help, it would ban the use of neoni¬ 
cotinoids. 

"Ban the damn thing outright and give us a 
couple of years to see how the bees respond," 
Dickey said. "Then if you have to, bring it 
back under permit only." 

Representing the bee producers in the law¬ 
suit, lawyer Paula Lombardi of Siskinds LLP 
said she has received many calls from 
Ontario beekeepers since the class-action 
lawsuit notice was released Wednesday. 

She's not sure how many names will join 
the initial plaintiffs before they reach certifi¬ 
cation of the class-action lawsuit next year. 

But she says this is clearly a case of the 
pharmaceutical and agricultural companies 
knowing - or ought to have known - their 
products have been responsible for the death 
of so many bees. 

"Internationally, a substantive amount of 
information was coming out about the harm 
it's been having on the bee population and 
we're saying that they, Bayer and Syngenta, 
ought to have known what would happen," 
Lombardi said. 

Neonicotinoids are a class of insecticide 
products manufactured and sold by Bayer and 
Syngenta that contain imidacloprid, clothian- 


idin and/or thiamethoxam. 

Internationally, steps have been taken to 
ban their use, including: 

1999 - France banned the used of Bayer's 
imidacloprid 

2008 - Italy suspended the use of pesticides 
containing neonicotinoids for the coating of 
any seeds 

2008 - Germany suspended the registration 
of eight pesticide treatments, including clothi- 
anidin 

2009 - a European taskforce on systemic 
pesticides concluded neonicotinoids pose a 
serious risk of harm to honey bees and other 
pollinators 

2013 - The European Food Safety Authority 
restricted the sale and use of neonicotinoid 
insecticides, specifically products containing 
clothianidin, imidacloprid and thi¬ 
amethoxam 

2013 - lapan refused to accept Canadian 
buckwheat grown in 2012 because it exceeded 
their maximum residue limit for thi¬ 
amethoxam

Councillors reach resolution to 
‘over-dedication’ of parkland

After presentations in council, 
and a public open house, Innisfil 
councillors have accepted staff's 
recommended solution to the 
'over-dedication' of parkland by 
the Alcona Developers Group. 

Rather than give back the net 
'over-dedication' of 3.58 hectares, 
or pay the group the more than 
$707,000 that the land is valued 
at (in year 2000 dollars), the town 
has approved a compromise. 

The town will pay the group 
$331,147.50, to come from the 
Alternative Revenue Source 


funding (OLG Slots at Georgian 
Downs), and return 1.87 hectares 
of land from an undeveloped 
park in the Alcona Downs Phase 
I plan of subdivision. 

Only 0.199 hectares of the 
planned park would be retained 
within the subdivision, although 
town staff are working with the 
developer to contribute towards 
the development of the retained 
portion and to look for park 
opportunities in stormwater 
management areas. 

Coun. Lynn Dollin noted that a 
number of lots are shown in the 
draft plan of subdivisio, that back 
on the 1.87 hectares of land, now 


being turned back to the devel¬ 
oper for residential use. 

"I just wonder if those houses 
have been sold, and people were 
told they were backing on a 
park," Dollin said. She was told 
that the lots have not been sold. 

The Alcona Developers Group 
was established to implement 
the Alcona Secondary Plan in 
2000 and facilitate a higher level 
of co-ordination among the 13 
plans of subdivision involved, 
allowing the development of 
road networks and larger com¬ 
munity parks, through a co-oper¬ 
ative approach. 

The over-dedication occurred 


because past councils accepted 
some lands that should have 
been designated as Environmen¬ 
tal Protection as part of the park¬ 
land dedication in the southern¬ 
most subdivisions. Now, the 
town only accepts developable 
land for a parkland dedication. 

The resolution of the issue also 
provides leverage to ensure that 
the trustee for the group releases 
$725,000, currently held in trust, 
for the 7th/8th Line Agreement. 

As the report to council notes, 
"the town will be in a net 
favourable position and will have 
resolved two long outstanding 
issues."

INNISFIL WOMAN CURBED 

INNISFIL - Wheeling through a stop sign 
cost an Innisfil motorist dearly on Wednes¬ 
day.

Barrie's new development charges 
will squeeze city landlords, and eventu¬ 
ally their tenants, says Steve Dearlove. 

“This will have a disastrous impact 
on an already shrinking rental market, 
and more importantly, to affordable 
housing in general/' he said. 

Development charges (DC) are fees 
collected from new development, so 
that growth pays for growth and the cost 
of growth-related infrastructure doesn't 
result in higher property taxes or user 
fees from the existing community. 

But Dearlove says the new DC for the 
creation of rental units has increased by 
an estimated 32-41%, depending on the 
type of unit being built. 

City council passed its new Barrie¬ 
wide development charges bylaw Aug. 
25. 

Dearlove is the landlord of a four-unit 
building on Parkside Drive, and also 
lives in one of the units. But Dearlove 
says he's facing huge DCs for a unit he 
paid for when he purchased the prop¬ 
erty. 

“This (DC bylaw) is both a public 
safety issue and an affordable housing 
issue and needs serious re-considera¬ 
tion on the part of our city council and 
any city council that levies DCs on 
rental units," he said. 

Dearlove spoke against the new DC 
bylaw on Aug. 25 and Mayor Jeff 
Lehman was surprised at the size of the 
landlord's DC bill, and instructed staff 
to look into it. 

“The good news is that at the council 
meeting, Mayor Lehman seemed hon¬ 
estly concerned and wanted staff to 
follow up with me, which they have 
already done - at least to acknowledge 
that a follow-up will be taking place," 
Dearlove said. 

“The bad news is that the DC bylaw 
103 was passed almost unanimously." 

The new bylaw increased DCs on two 
bedroom and larger apartments to 
$25,140 per unit from $17,803 in Barrie 
proper, to $25,614 in the former Innisfil 
land. DCs for bachelor and one-bed- 
room apartments jump to $17,976 per 
unit in Barrie proper, and $18,315 in the 
former Innisfil, from $13,084. 

Other residential dwellings (but not 
single or semi-detached homes) now 
have DCs of $30,481 in Barrie proper, 
$31,056 in the former Innisfil, an 
increase from $23,016. 

Dearlove's building has three existing 
units, with one additional unit, so it's in 
the 'other' residential category - 
although it is a house by all other defini¬ 
tions, and he says not an apartment 
building. 

So his DC charges are going from 


$23,016 to $30,481, a 32% increase. 

“This is insane," Dearlove said. “It 
will act as a colossal disincentive for any 
landlord to bring their existing illegal 
units up to code standards - this is 
where the public safety issue enters the 
picture - and/or consider adding a unit 
or dividing their existing property into 
more units. This is where the affordabil¬ 
ity issue comes into play." 

He speculates that when the consult¬ 
ants were directed to determine DCs on 
individual units, they were not taking 
into consideration the economics of 
converting an existing dwelling to 
rental. 

It's Dearlove's understanding the 
Development Charges Act does allow 
for some exceptions, but they are very 
specific. 

DCs on single-detached homes have 
increased to $40,773 per unit from 
$30,788. In the new Salem and Hewitt's 
Secondary Plan areas, the former Innis¬ 
fil land, those DCs rise to $41,514. These 
increases are passed on to home buyers. 

There's a 25% discount on residential 
building in the city centre, with a two- 
year sunset clause, along with a 100% 
break for office development there. The 
former DCA bylaw gave a 100% discount 
for non-residential building and 50% for 
residential. 

The former retail or commercial DC 
of $16.81 per square foot goes to $27.41 
in Barrie proper, $28.67 in the former 
Innisfil land. In other non-residential 
sectors, but not industrial, it jumps to 


$18.83 per sq. ft. from $13.65. 

Lawyers from Harmony Village, a 
proposed 1,300-unit residential devel¬ 
opment along Bradford Street, and Park 
Place, have said they will appeal Barrie's 
new DC bylaw to the Ontario Municipal 
Board. 

Councillors put the brakes on hiking 
industrial fees, fearing it would hurt 
growth in that sector. The current indus¬ 
trial DC rate of $11.11 per square foot 
will be maintained for the first 1.2 mil¬ 
lion sq. ft. of space with a building 
permit - instead of the recommended 
new rate of $18.83 per sq. ft. But in the 
last four years, Barrie has averaged just 
below 100,000 sq. ft. of industrial devel¬ 
opment, so the 1.2 million sq. ft. ceiling 
is unlikely to be reached. 

The city's DC background study 
identified $1.3 billion in net costs from 
new development from 2014-2023 for 
soft services (libraries, recreations cen¬ 
tres), from 2014-2031 for hard services 
(infrastructure) and from developing 
the former Innisfil land. Some of these 
costs can be recovered from develop¬ 
ment charges. 

During the life of the new DCA bylaw, 
estimated at five years, gross capital 
costs of $648 million have been identi¬ 
fied in Barrie. Of that total, $369 million 
may be recovered through development 
charges. 

The remaining $279 million will 
come from property taxes and user 
rates, grants and subsidies.

Learn how and when to 
use a fire extinguisher 


(NC) - Do you have a 
fire extinguisher in your 
home? And as impor¬ 
tantly, do you know how 
to use one? 

What good is a fire extin¬ 
guisher if you don't actu¬ 
ally know how to use it? 
The unfortunate truth is 
that most people don't 
know how to use them and 
are unclear on what they 
should actually be used for. 

Be aware that you can¬ 
not use an extinguisher for 
a large fire. This tool simply 
does not have the power to 
put it out. Rather, an extin¬ 
guisher is meant for put¬ 
ting out and controlling 
smaller fires before they 
develop into a larger and 
more dangerous one. 
"Always place fire extin¬ 
guishers in areas where 
they are easily accessible," 
says Wayne Ross, an insur¬ 
ance expert with Aviva 
Canada. "Put them in 


locations where a risk of a 
fire is the greatest." 

How to use a 
fire extinguisher 

If a situation ever arises 
where a fire extinguisher 
is required, homeowners 
can use the simple acro¬ 
nym PASS to guide them 
in how to use it properly, 
as follows: 

• Pull: The first step is 
to pull the pin. This will 
allow you to squeeze the 
handle. 

• Aim: Aim the nozzle 
at the base of the fire. 

• Squeeze: Squeeze the 
handle to spray. You have 
about 30 seconds, so 
make it count. 

• Sweep: While spray¬ 
ing, move (or sweep) back 
and forth, aiming at the 
base of the fire. 


Fire extinguisher 
maintenance 

How often a fire extin- 
guisher needs to be 
changed depends on the 
type of extinguisher you 
have. In a general sense, a 
fire extinguisher lasts 
between 5-15 years. How¬ 
ever, you should check 
your gauges on a yearly 
basis. If you are not sure if 
it needs to be replaced, 
have a professional take a 
look at it. 

Understanding how 
and when to use a fire 
extinguisher can be the 
difference between put¬ 
ting out a small fire and 
having to call the fire 
department.

(NC) Make sure your home is winter-ready 
now that the deepfreeze is just around the cor¬ 
ner. By weatherproofing, for example, every 
homeowner can prevent heat from escaping 
through leaky doors and windows, all of which 
will manage energy use and reduce electricity 
bills. Take a look at these helpful quick tips from 
Hydro One: 

Fill the gaps! Check the trim on windows for 
openings between the frame and your house. As 
much as 13 per cent of your home's heat loss 
could be escaping through the gaps. If possible, 
stuff insulation between the window and frame 
or try caulking around the window. 

On sunny winter days, trap warm air inside by 
opening window coverings to let the warmth of 
the sun in. Once the sun goes down, close the 
coverings to keep the warmth in. Think of your 
curtains as insulation for your windows. 

Another inexpensive option is to build a 


barrier against cold by sealing your windows 
with indoor plastic sheeting just for the winter. 
All you need is a hair dryer, double sided tape, 
and some inexpensive plastic sheeting. 

If your doors aren't properly fitted, air is leak¬ 
ing outside. Rubber weather stripping can be an 
easy way to seal the door by creating a skirt on 
the doorframe. 

If you have a fireplace that you never use, con¬ 
sider getting it sealed as warm air is sucked out if 
the damper is open. If you do enjoy sitting by the 
fireplace, make sure you turn down your main 
thermostat. Fires can actually draw heat from the 
room up the chimney so your furnace has to 
work even harder.

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Eliminate house¬ 
hold pests with 
facts, not fiction 


(NC) Did you know that flies carry more 
disease-causing pathogens than cock¬ 
roaches? In fact, the common house fly is 
twice as filthy as a cockroach, is known to 
carry more than 100 pathogens, is covered 
in microorganisms, and a fly deposits bacte¬ 
ria each time it lands. 

“When it comes to pests, there is often a 
lot of misinformation or simply a lack of 
information," says Alice Sinia, Ph.D., resi¬ 
dent entomologist with Orlcin Canada. 
“Education is critical when it comes to man¬ 
aging pests and for mitigating the risks asso¬ 
ciated with them." 

Experts from Orlcin offer a few pest- 
related “facts" and explain whether they 
have any merit. 

Truth or Fiction: You will get bed bugs 
when you walk into a room that has them. 

Fiction. You won't necessarily get bed 
bugs just by walking into a room where they 
are present. Bed bugs hate light, sound and 
commotion. While they are good hitchhik¬ 
ers and can spread by attaching themselves 
to clothing and luggage, they are generally 
lazy insects and spend more of their time 
resting and hiding. 

Truth or Fiction: Using household 
chemicals like bleach, sanitizers and 
cleaning agents will kill and control ants 
and other insects. 

Fiction. These chemicals will not control 
ants or insects. They might kill the ones you 
spray depending on the strength of the chemi¬ 
cal, but these household cleaners do not have 
the active ingredients to serve as a pest control 
solution. While maintaining a clean home is 
key to reducing your risk of an infestation, you 
should not rely solely on household cleaners 


to solve your pest issues. 

Truth or Fiction: Mosquitoes are 
attracted to some people more than 
others. 

Fact. Mosquitoes are attracted to people 
by cues such as carbon dioxide and sweat. 
This is why mosquitoes may swarm around 
you after exercising outdoors. They are 
attracted to the C02 and sweat you 
produce. 

Truth or Fiction: Carpenter ants eat 
wood. 

Fiction. Carpenter ants do not have the 
ability to digest wood as termites do. They 
only excavate wood and nest in the voids. If 
your home has a wood foundation that is 
compromised with moisture or is rotting, 
work with your pest management profes¬ 
sional to implement a program that helps 
keep this pest at bay. 

Truth or Fiction: After eating rodent 
poison, rats or mice will move out of the 
house to die outside. 

Fiction. A rat or mouse will die anywhere 
as long as it has consumed a lethal amount 
of the poison, and regardless of where they 
die, they will smell. The poison does not dry 
them out. The degree of the smell depends 
on the body mass of the rat or mouse, and 
temperature in relation to decomposition. 

Experts recommend working with your 
pest management professional to set up a 
plan to address the specific pests in and 
around your home.

Create your own

(NC) Noise is around us all the time and 
it can be hard to find a quiet moment. So 
why not create your own peaceful sanctu¬ 
ary by soundproofing your home? 

If you're planning to renovate, start with 
special attention to the insulation. First 
think about where you want, or need, the 
most undisturbed peace in your home, and 
begin there. This will be the spot for your 
sanctuary of silence. 

Stone wool insulation is the top choice 
used in professional recording studios, so 
you can't get much better material than that 
as a sound dampener for your home. It is an 
excellent acoustic barrier that actually 
absorbs the sound instead of leaving it to 
bounce around between walls. This is due 
in part to its non-directional fibre structure 
and density. For homeowners, retailers rec¬ 
ommend a performance-tested product 
called, Roxul Safe 'n' Sound mineral wool 
insulation. It provides higher sound absorp¬ 
tion against low frequency (bass) ranges 
that other types of insulation struggle to 
block. To maximize sound absorbency, fol¬ 
low these tips: 


• Because sound will travel through duct¬ 
work, insulate around it where possible and 
avoid back-to-back duct openings. 

• Use an acoustical caulking or neoprene 
strip between the baseplate of the wall and 
the floor. 

• If using pot lights, use certified insulat¬ 
ing boxes that allow Safe 'n' Sound to be 
maximized around them. 

Immediately after insulating, you will get 
increased comfort and calm in your home 
by minimizing the sounds of the television, 
video games, music, appliances, hobbies, 
and of any conversation that travels 
throughout the house. By soundproofing a 
room it means that the sound is confined to 
that particular space, leaving the rest of your 
home undisturbed and your life, 
uninterrupted.

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Chainsaw safety 
tips will quickly cut 
to the chase 


(NC) Think of safety first when removing a 
fallen tree, stocking up on firewood, or just 
pruning trees in the backyard this fall. It is 
true that a chainsaw has a powerful engine, 
with razor-sharp teeth and efficient perfor¬ 
mance to help with a multitude of autumn 
chores, but only if the operator is fully 
informed. 

“A chainsaw is a very effective tool to have 
on hand, however it can become very dan¬ 
gerous if used improperly," says Michelle 
Sordi, director of marketing at Husqvarna 
Canada, a worldwide leader in outdoor 
power products. “No matter how big or small 
the job, safety should always come first." 

Sordi gives us five quick tips to protect you: 

• Refresh your memory: If your saw is 
new or you have not used it in years, make 
sure you give yourself a quick refresher 
course by reading over the manual. If you 
cannot find the manual, take your tool to a 
local chainsaw dealer (like Husqvarna) 
who can help familiarize you with your 
machine. 

• Wear protective gear: No job is too 
small for protective gear. Make sure you are 
wearing a helmet, ear phones, gloves, gog¬ 
gles, chaps and protective shoes while 


using your chainsaw. 

• Tune up: The dealer can also give your 
chainsaw a tune up before you start using 
it. Sharpening and lubricating the blade is 
imperative if your saw has been sitting idle 
for months. 

• Beware the cold: lust like seasonal road 
changes, winter causes different operating 
conditions for cutting. Be extra careful get¬ 
ting your footing to avoid accidental slips. 
Winter conditions make wood harder to 
cut, and given the higher chance of flying 
scraps, proper safety gear is a must. Keep a 
safe distance from any passersby before 
you cut. 

• Leave it to the pros: Everyone wants to 
be a good neighbour and help out in an 
emergency, but some jobs are better han¬ 
dled by professionals. Never risk your per¬ 
sonal safety by trying to tackle a job that is 
out of your league.
